24,079 Registered 
For Nov. Election 



The 19 voting districts in Lower 
Merion Township report a regis- 
tration of 24.079 and the three 
districts in Borough of Narberth 
report registration totaling 3.443 
for the forthcoming general elec- 
tions on November 6. 

A breakdown of the tabulations 
showed 20,708 voters registered 
Republican; 2,719. Democrat: 573, 
Non-partisan and five. Socialist 
m the Lower Merion districts. 

In Narberth the breakdown 
showed 2.980 registered Republi- 
can: 369. Democrat: 93. Non-par- 
tisan and one. Socialist. 

The Montgomery County Reg- 
istration Commission composed of 
County Commissioners Foster C. 
Hillegass, Fred C. Peters and Ray- 
mond K. Mensch reported that a 
tabulation which they had pre- 
pared showed a total of 138,942 
persons have registered and are 
eligible to vote in the municipal 
election. 

Tile final count of registered 
voters as of September 15 which 
was the last day to register prior 
to the election, showed an in- 
crease of 1.411 over the total last 
May 21 before the Primary Elec- 
tion. 

Current registration figures for 
the county by parties shows: Re- 
publican. 108.936; Democrat. 27.- 
274: Non-partisan. 2,629; Social- 
ist. 69: Prohibitionist, 14; Progres- 
sive, 2. 

A gain of 1.093 as compared to 
last Spring's figures is indicated 
lor the Republicans while Demo- 
crats showed an increase of 304. 
There are 13 more voters listed 
Non-partisan than in the Spring. 

The commissioners pointed out 
that registrations are being ac- 
cepted through October 31 from 
former members of the armed 
forces who have been discharged 
since September 1 and were not 
previously registered.

Attacks Deal 

The theme of Mr. Bell's talk was 
a vitriolic attack on "New Deal 
bungling", much similar to pre- 
ious talks he has made in Mont- 
gomery County during the last 
several years. 

The prime reason why all Re- 
publicans should take an interest 
in the Nov. 6 election. Bell said, 
is the bungling that has marked 
the New Deal administration in 
Washington. 

He questioned ability of the New 
Deal to find jobs for all who need 
them now or in the future, when, 
during the depression, its expen 
diture of $60 billion was unable to 
solve unemployment. 

"Its only solution then was more 
and more spending and regimen- 
tation," said Bell. 

"No government," Bell contin 
ued, "can provide 50 million jobs 



unless we want to go Socialistic or 
Communistic. The only way 50 
million persons can get jobs is by 
private enterprise and agriculture 
and the only party to provide 
them through that means is the 
Republican Party." 

He also hit hard on the ques- 
tion of Bureaucracy charging that 
presently there are three and one* 
half million bureaucrats on the 
Federal payroll. It Is so flagrant, 
said Bell, that Democratic Senator 
Byrd recently reported "there are 
one million unnecessary and use- 
less bureaucrats on the Federal 
payroll." 

The Lieutenant Governor also 
hit at the public debt "which is 
three times more than Roosevelt 
ever had" and dwelt on the threat 
of inflation.
